Uniform Traftic | 
Laws Demanded 


Uniform traffic rules form one of 
the best ways to reduce automobile 
accidents, according to officials of 
motor clubs. . 

Police officials who have made @ 
special study of conditions claim that 
many accidents are due to the driver’s 
unfamiliarity with the local laws of 
some city, town or village. 

Every effort should be made in AL 
berta, it is suggested, to reach uni- 
formity in traffic regulations, and 
this’ is particularly needed in the 
larger centres where the traffic prob- 
lems are the greatest. 

While the Motor Vehicles and High- 
way Traffic Act covers general traffic 
requirements, it has been found that 
different regulationg are brought into 
force in some places through local by- 
laws. , 

“Give us uniform traffic laws and a 
big reduction will be seen in the num- 
ber of traffic accidents,’ says an offi- 
cial of the Alberta Motor Association. 

‘In the United States, a coast-to- 
coast appeal is being made for the 

option of uniform laws governing 
traffic, which would ensure greater 
safety on the highways. People are 
insisting that the traffic laws across 
the. country be standardized. 

A similar appeal is fully justified 
across Canada in the opinion of motor 
club officials.
